HENRY Woop in au article in “The 
Arena” on Mind Cure says that the one 
great principle which underlies al) mind 
healing is contained in tbe assumption 
that all primary causation relating tothe 
human organism is mental or spiritual. 
The mind which is the real mau is the 
cause, body the result. ° ” The pbys- 
ical man is but the printed page, or ex- 
ternal manifestation of the intrinsic 
man which is higher and back of bim. 
Materia medica deals with the body, the 
effect; mind cure deals with the mind, 
the cause. There are two methods of 
practice; one is by persistent self-discl- 
pline, the other by the intervention and 
efforts of another person called a healer. 
Sometimes there is a combination of 
both. Self-healing requires greater ab- 
straction of miad than is possible for 
some persons, and hence the need of 
the help of another. 


Tre German Sociolist program re- 
cently submitted to the congress at 
Erfurt, containa demands for suffrage 
with secret voting for all citizens over 
twenty-one without distinction of sex ; 
and elections to be held on Sundays or 
holidays. Some of the other demands 
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are: determination of peace and war by 
the chosen representatives of the peo- 
ple; repeal of all laws restricting per- 
sonal cpinion; abolition of application 
of public money for religious purposes, 
and all such associations to be regarded 
as private institutions subject to taxa- 
tion like all others; secularization of 
schools and free education; free admin- 
istration of justice and free legal help 
to enable a poor man to obtain justice 
when wrongly accused or imprisoned by 
mistake or suspicion; free medical at- 
tendance and medicine; progressive in- 
come, capital, and succession taxes for 
defraying public expenses: and eight 
hours to be the maximum day of labor. 
There is nothing seriously objectionable 
in this, but in some iustances well 
worthy of imitation. 


THE demand for more spirituality is 
not only heard in the unorthodox world, 
but every now and then from the Church, 
where it is supposed to be embodied as 
a living principle. “The Western Chris- 
tian Advocate” now goes direct to the 
fountain head and accuses the ministry 
of a lack of spiritual force or power, but 
lays the cause at the door of the demand, 
though just, for an educated ministry, 
resulting in a multitude of preachers of 
first-class ability and high culture, who 
are able to deliver eloquent and in- 
structive discourses on moral and reli- 
gious subjects without any direct help 
or inspiration of the Holy Spirit. But 
while we do not want a ministry with 
less culture, adds the writer, we do want 
that culture and kuowledge and think- 
ing permeated by the Holy Spirit. It 
can be, and it must be, or the Church 
will degeuerate into a mere academy, or 
a sort of lectureship, for the mental en- 
tertainment and edification of the 
people. In other words, the leaders are 
beginning to realize the absence of true 
spirituality in the Church and know that 
without its resuscitation it will be the 
death of creedalism. No religion with- 
out the spirit of inspiration predominat- 
ing can exist any more than a human 
body can without a soul, 

A SENSATION was created in society 
circles at Columbus, O., last week by the 
announcement that a catholic priest had 
forbiddeu one of his communicants—a 
young lady—to participate in a protes- 
tant concert. It was once said that Jews 
never bought fromChristians if theycould 
help it, but depended almost entirely on 
Christians for their trade. A close ob- 
server, however, will have noticed that 
this must have been meant for Catholics 
relative to Protestants; for the former, 
to a large extent, are morally forbidden 
from taking part in Protestant Church 
fairs or contribuging towards them, while 
they never fail to solicit subscriptions 
or prizes from Protestant business men 
and welcome them on all occasions 
where something may be gained there- 
by. We should think consistency would 
not permit this in either of the above 
cases, and are sure that Spiritualists are 
not so short-sighted or bigoted as to 
either accept gifts without reciprocating. 
or boycott others because of their es- 
pecial faith. At least, so Spiritualism 
teaches, and we bave merely mentioned 
the above as an object lesson lo those 
who have just stepped iuto the light of 
the new revelation. 


AN EDUCATIONAL REFORMER, 

The German Viuperor’s most valua- 
ble contribution to the thought of bis 
time, says “Review of Reviews,” has 
been his speech on Education. It dis- 
played freshness of mind and the usual 
intrepidity of the young Hobenzollern. 
Ife attacked the practice of subordinat- 
iug German to Latin, denounced the 
preposterous partiality for the classics, 
and advocated the thorough drilling of 
all German youths in German history. 
His speech was a thunderbolt against 
the one-sided cramming, which ren- 
dered it impossible for scholars to de- 
velop their bodies, to enjoy their exis- 
tence, or to prepare for their practical 
daily work in after life, It was a sensi- 
ble speech by a practical man, on a live 
aubject of supreme importance, which 
echoed not only through Germany, but 
through Europe and America.

SPIRITUALISM AN EDUCATOR. 

The developments of psychic power,or 
that subtle and unseen force through 
which intelligence communicates with 
mortals, seem to outrun the capacity to 
analyze and assimilate them. If there 
is anything more than another which 
convinces us that this nineteenth century 
gospel to the race is from the superual 
clime and under the direction of super- 
nal intelligence, it is the fact of its 
steady, constant, progressive disclosure. 
It began with the rap as an alphabetical 
sound, conveying thoughts, theories, 
warnings, and loving greetings from 
those whom the world call dead. While 
scientific minds were studying the new 
disclosures in matter and spirit which 
seemed to settle the two problems, first,

The same force will dictate both the ar- 
guments and rhetoric of an oration,or ser- 
mon, or lecture, and the person may be 
theconscious,willing hearer of the impas- 
sioned or cooly philosophic utterances 
of his double. This is known as inspir- 
atiou. Laggard, skeptical science has 
not yet risen to this spiritual altitude.

But if inde- 
pendent mental action is a fact, why so 
many failures when all knowledge and 
anticipation are removed from the sub- 
ject’s mind, and so frequent and free 
success in cases where suggestion is 
plainly a part of the agency employed? 
Here is another important lesson for all 
Spiritualists aud mediums, as well as 
all investigators. The laws that apply 
to mesmerism are applicable to medium- 
ship, The great body of experiments 
occur under conditions that render the 
delicate subtile thought-sphere inoper- 
ative to a degree that precludes effective 
results, except in co-operation with and 
subjection to the dominant, mental, and 
physical influences of environment. 
Hence, in the majority of cases, the 
strong bias of the medium is apparent 
in phenomenal displays, and mental 
messages, supposed to be dictated by a 
spirit excarnate. The anticipations of 
the medium play a large part in secur- 
ing results, as do the mental suggestions 
in inducing the nresmeric sleep. Be- 
cause of this dominance of circumatan- 
tial influences and the many ways in 
which mental hints act on the mesmeric 
subject, learned egotists assume that 
there is no other way of inducing the 
trance, and the same facts lead super- 
ficial critics to deny any agent in spirit- 
ual niediumship outside the mental hab- 
itudes, knowledge, and anticipations of 
the medium. Spiritualists of all peopte 
should be moat thorough and exact in 
their experiments and most broad and 
comprebensive in their estimates and 
conclusions. It docs not weaken, but 
strengthens the cause, to recognize and 
acknowledge all its weak pointe and rel- 
egate every fact to its rightful place in 
the economy of nature. When medium- 
ship is studied in al! its bearings, and 
superstition eliminated from the science 
of life, and phenomenacredited with the 
rightful value, a new impetus will move 
the world.

SCIENTIFIC METHOOS AND HU-

Scientific methods often fail because 
of the limitations of investigators. Re- 
peated failures to get certain specified 
results often establish a conviction that 
no such resulta ever occur, and the ten- 
dency to dogmatize asserts itself iu a 
pronounced dinial, which in the mind of 
the experimenter becomes authority. 
Spiritualism is not the only subject that 
is open to these influences. The same 
mental characteristics apply to every 
line of procedure that involves delicate 
and complex factors, and consequent lia- 
bility to failure during a long line of ex- 
periments conducted in a special man- 
ner. 

A change of method without increas- 
ing the possibility of error may at once 
reach results that had been pronounced 
impossible. But the scientific bigot is 
quite sure to reject all testimony that 
does not square with his own experience. 
Right here is the secret of scientific 
skepticism on spiritual subjects. 

A class of facts have settled the ques- 
tion for one mind who summons his 
friends with confidence to see for them- 
selves, not doubting that they will find 
the evidence that they can not resist. 

They go to the same medium, but take 
with them anew sphere of psychic in- 
fluences aud impose another order of 
procedure, so more scientific or fraud- 
proof than those obtaining with the suc- 
cessful investigator, aod get no results. 
They repeat the effort and every attempt 
is a failure. After a few trials they likely 
conclude that the reason they fail while 
their friend succeeded is because they 
were too sharp for the medium to get in 
his tricks, while the successful one failed 
to guard every avenue of possible fraud.

On the eight-hour question perbaps no 
more urgent remarks have lately been 
made than those of Prof. Richard T. Ely 
in the "New York Christian Advocate.” 
To the question why eight hours should 
be regarded as the ideal, he says that 
physiology and hygiene should be con 
sidered in determining the normal 
length of the working day. It is well 
known that the average length of the 
life among wage-earners is far less than 
among the'more favored portion of the 
community. All statistics, which have 
been gathered on this subject, point un- 
mistakably to this conclusion. It is 
probably that eight hours in em- 
ployment in which machinery is used is 
.as long a time as can be worked without 
a gradual exhaustion and weakening of 
the physical powers of the workers. It 
must, of course, be remembered, he says, 
that a large proportion of these workers 
is generally composed of children,young 
persons, and women. Furthermore, 
there is more reason why the working 
day should be shortened now than for- 
merly. On the one hand, the wealth that 
-can be produced in a given time is so 
much greater that it is vot necessary 
ithat we should work so many hours per 
day; and, on the other hand, the work 
-in itself, in a highly developed industry,

simply incompatible with the drudgery 
of the modern factory. The modern 
working man must have time outside of 
the work, which yields him his daily! 
bread, for recreation, and for mental, so- | 
cial, and spiritual development. He is 
obliged to cease his work to find the op- 
portunities of a certain kind gives, This 
may be brought into connection with re- 
marks often heard concerning the long 
number of hours worked by superinten- 
deuts, employers, and the professional 
classes, When the normat working day 
has been discussed in preachers’ meet- 
iuvgs, it is quite customary for some 
preacher to assert that he is obliged to 
work twelve, thirteen, fourteen, or even 
-muore hours per day, and he implies that, 
as he finds it no hardship, he does not 
see why artisans and mechanics should 
«leman an eight-bour day. Mr. Ely's 
physician considers it a good joke to al- 
lege that he works seventeen hours a 
day to help to establish an eight-hour 
day. Not long ago, he says, this subject 
was brought up in conversation with an 
esteemed bishop, who referred to a strike 
of street-car employees for a reduction 
-of the working day from seventeen 
hours to twelve hours. This bishop told 
him that about the time of the strike he 
was conversing with one of the drivers, 
who gave au account of his hardships, 
whereupon the bishop rejoined tbat he 
knew of only one class of men who 
worked harder (han the street-car em 
ployees, and that class was the bishops. 
Hie proceeded to describe his working 
day to the street-car driver, aud told him 
how long he was kept busy every day. 
At the close of the conversation the 
ttreet-car driver beld out bis hand and 
said: “Shake hands, bishop.” He felt 
sympathy with the clergyman, who was 
‘obliged to work so many hours. Al! 
these comparisons, however, are mis- 
leading. Managers, employers, and pro- 
fessional men Gnd in their varied and 
often delightful employments those op- 
portunities for development and self- 
culture which wage-workers cau ouly se- 
cure after they have ceased their regular 
‘occupation. When the wage-earner 
-stops work, or desires to stop work, it is 
not infrequently that he may engage in 
precisely the same kind of work which 
occupies the attention of the profession- 
al and literary workers.
